Woman dies 
in fire 


The Napanee Fire and Police De~ 
partments were still in force outside 
the Queen Elizabeth Senior Citizens’ 
apartment complex late Tuesday morning, 
eight hours after one women died and 
eleven others were slightly injured in 
an early morning fire.

ommendations on means to protect the 
environment. One of the preliminory 
experiments suggested involved taking 
a somple of muck, stirring it up in wat- 
er, and then determining what sort of 
contaminonts ore left suspended after o 
certain period of time. 

Laying of the cable under the bay 
is in the planning stages now, with con- 
struction to begin sometime in 1979, 
ofter expropriations are completed. En- 
vironmental tests will be completed "po- 
ssibly this year.” 

Mr. Toda said that it hos not yet 
been decided which of several methods 
would be best in laying the cable. The 
bottom of the reach vories between mud 
reaching depths of twenty feet, to bare 
rock. 

One possible method would be to 
connect pipe at one end, and gradually 
“pull it across, right through the muck." 
Mr. Toda said this method had already 
been tried in putting cables under Brit- 
ish Columbia's Fraser River. 

Another possibility would be to lay 
three "self contained, low pressure cab- 
les," dropping it from a barge. 

The method Hydro finally decides 
upon, together with the size of the 

cables, depends portially upon the “poor 
thermal characteristics" of the bottom 
muck. Mr. Toda said that because the 
mud dissipates heat very poorly, it may 
be necessary to use larger, more ex- 
pensive cable. Another alternative is 
to dump thermally acceptable fill to 
enclose the cable. A determination of 
which method is least expensive will 
likely be the deciding factor. 


Regardless of which method is used 
ultimotely, it will be necessary to pro- 
tect the cable from such hazards as ice 
damage, so the cable bed must be 
trenched for 100 feet on either side. 


The cables, which will be almost 
exactly one mile long, ore scheduled to 
be in service in the fall of 1980.

Confederation 
Picton debate 


Strong feelings in fovour of Canad- 
ion unity, and against the Ontario news 
media, was the dominant reaction from 
a scattered crowd of over 100 who atten- 
ded a debate at the Regeant Theatre in 
Picton Monday night. 

Entitled "Quebec and Confedera— 
tion -- Is It Too Late?", the debate in- 
cluded four Quebecois panelists, all 
pro-federalist, and a moderator who js 
host of the CBC's English TV Montreal 
progrom, "Quebec Response". The de- 
bate was jointly sponsored by the Prince 
Edward Chamber of Commerce and the 
Picton Kiwanis. 

Prince Edword Chamber of Commer- 
ce President, Jim Dunlop, introduced 
the panelists, noting the debate was 
probably the first of its kind in Canada. 
Picton Reeve Lorry Richardson, repre- 
senting the County, termed Monday o 
"monumental evening", and said the de- 
bate would likely be the "forerunner of

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Why breed fish you can't 


“The timing of James Taylor's pro- 
posal for energy-saving loons under o 
home owner fuel saver loan program, ane 
his suggestion that a new fish hatchery 
might be operated using worm water from 
the Lennox generating station, ore sus~ 
picious in the middle of an election, = 
Jan Nicol, Prince Edward-Lennox NOP 
candidate said Monday, commenting on 
recent news reports. 

"While any new industry is welcome 
to the creo, the fish hatchery proposal 
is not feasible at this time, " she soid. 
"It would be uneconomical because the 
Lennox generating station is o peak sup- 
ply station only. It operates ot peok 
times in the day, ond in the yeor. 
Therefore, o constant supply of warm 
water would not be available. Without 
this, the fisheries would have to con- 
sume energy to keep the water heated 
at non-peok periods. This would be an 
unnecessary expense when there is al- 
ready an existing fishery facility in the 

ore. 
"Unfortunestely, the problem with 
our fisheries is that, while we can suc- 
cessfully reproduce species in the plant, 
there is little point in doing so at the 
present time if, when they are released 
into the water, they are ruled as unfit 

for more than occassional meal consump- 
tion. 

"The fishing industry in this area is 
not generally considered significant, " 
she said. 

"However, during the past week of 
canvassing, | have met several fishermen 
in the Bath-Adolphustown area who said 
their business is being badly affected by 

the pollution of our Great Lakes. 

"One of these fishermen told me 

that the thing that really upsets him, 
opart from the pollution itself, is the . 
lack of co-ordination between the Pro- 
vincial and Federal governments and 
between the fishermen and any level of 
government. 

"Several weeks ago this man took a 
catch of carp to Belleville to be distrib- 
uted and his catch wes purchased. Lost 
week, he took a further catch in for 
sale and wos told that they could not 
be purchased by ruling of a government 
ministry. No previous warnings hod beer 
issued to the fisherman. Now this man 

is sitting, without work, and he, him- 
self, has never been contacted by the 
Federal or Provincial Government. 
"It is the erosion of these one or 
two jobs, here and there, in small 
centres across Ontario that is as much 
responsible for our dismal unemployment 
picture as ore large loyoffs occuring in 
highly-industriclized parts of the pro- 
vince. 

"It cannot be dismissed as insignifi- 
cont,” she said. 

“It is the Conservatives’ continued 
refusal to realize the creation potential 
of small industries thot worsens our en- 
employment situction ." 

The NDP candidate said she would

Basically all that has been 
done is to ask the Federal Government to 
introduce a program in which the Pro- 
vince could participate. 

"There was no mention of the pro- 
gram in the budget introduced just be- 
fore the election. 

"On the other hand, the NDP fi- 
nance critic, Mike Cassidy, did intro- 
duce a more aggressive approach, with 
the Provincial Government taking the 
initiative, rather than waiting for the 
Federal Government fo act," she said. 

"Mr. Taylor suggests it would come 
under the Ontario Home Renovation Pro- 
gram. We have some criticism of this 
program as it now exists and it would 
haye to be significantly amended to be 
of any importance to an energy-saving 
program. 

“Money for the present OHRP pro- 
gram == for plumbing and other basic 
improvements -- is allocated to and dis- 
persed by local municipalities. There

muncipality, and, in Sophiasburgh at 
least, present applications cannot be 
approved because funds have run out. 

"It is this limitation, rather than 
the $12,500 maximum earning qualifi- 
cation which restricts the program. 

"Mr. Taylor says he wants the pro- 
posed fuel saver loans to have no in- 
come maximum. Personally, | think 
this is ridiculous," Ms. Nicol said. 

"| would like to see the maximum in- 
come raised from $12,500. However, | 
see no reason why the Province should 
subsidize the people in high income 
brackets who should be able to afford 
their own insulation. 

"This is the same type of waste of 
government money that was exhibited 
by the first home ownership grants which 
made many high income earners elegible 
for the same assistance as those who real- 
ly needed it."

at the time didn't make a bit of differ- 
ence." Mr. Schneider said the econo- 
mics of the proposition of involving him- 
self with Bowers Machine Company, of 
which-he is now president, was all that 
mattered at the time of his move to Mon- 
treal. While noting that he had no 
regrets in moving to Montreal, he threot- 
ened that if separatism does get a strong 
foothold in Quebec, "we'll have to look 
at other places to manufacture." 

Third to speak was Mrs. Mireille 
Miramontes, a Lake Ontario Cement 
secretary born and raised in Quebec, 
who, while receiving enthusiastic re- 
sponse for her criticisms of the press, 
was subsequently left out of the discus- 
sion. 

She did however, in her opening 
statements, throw light on the feelings 
of average citizens. Herstatement, 
for example, that "my thoughts on the 
subject is not academic, but mostly 
sentimental” was later picked up by 
other panelists and speakers who agreed 
that-separatism is an emotional issue.

baloo, that "separatism had nothing to 
do with their (Quebecois) votes, they 
wanted a change from the Liberal Gov- 
ernment." 

Praising the treatment she, asa 
French Conadian, receives in Ontario, 
she said "I'm very sorry to hear that 
some of the English in Quebec ore not 
treated as well os the French in Ontario" 
Loiselle, the MP, loter said the reverse 
was true. 

Finally, Mrs. Miramontes delivered 
her well-applauded coup de grace, with 
"the news media is to blame. Ontario 
newspapers give the subject much more 
coverage then those in Montreal. | 
wish the news media would stop adver- 
tising and selling separation." 

Bernard Loiselle, who arrived at 
Trenton CFB from Ottawa only shortly 
before the debote, brought with him a 
pocketful of pro-federalist (Liberal) 
dogma, but an inside view from the 
federal government, and a sincere, 
"how you say", delivery. 

Loiselle pinpointed the roots of the 
seporatist problem in just a segment of 
the English speaking minority in Que- 
bec.

And while the English side of the 
problem is represented in very few peo- 
ple, said Loiselle, .+e separatist cause 
is being promoted by a minority of fran- 
cophones who are manipulating the pro- 
vince to their own ends. A growth of 
these separatists factions, he said, and 
"it will be too late." 

In a statement which he would re- 
iterate several times in the evening, 
Loiselle concluded his address with an 
expression of Liberal aims to create "a 
society in which everybody could be 
happy, with mutual respect of each oth- 
Ge 

The first question from the audience, 
came from a gentleman who asked how 
the average citizen could communicate 
with the Quebecois who are not com- 
mitted.

And when 
thet rare moment comes, | don't know 
what I'm going to drow. | leave every- 
thing to the unconcious, and the end 
result is always terrific." 

Jan and Mary: met 7 years ago in 
Kingston. Mary had just finished work 
for Jackson Metiver.

"I was sitting there when 
Jan came by and stopped, to see my 
work, made some criticism which tick- 
ed me off, so | decided to take him 
down a peg. | wanted to give hima 
better idea of my work, so | took him 
home to my apartment figuring that he 
was too young to give me any trouble." 

"| was very impressed with the rest 
of her work, and | kept calling on her 
afterwards," commented Jan, o bearded 
young man of 31 years. 

He stayed with her in the apartment

drug stores.

"I'm @ one-man show." A juggler, 
mime, and unicyclist, he does well in 
Montreal, even getting into television. 
He doesn't like it as much as public per- 
formances, in small places, where he can 
get feedback from the public. Formerly 
in university in search of a Masters de- 
gree in Philosophy, he now talks of the 
philosophy of making people laugh and 
be happy. 

Despite his success at home, he is 
finding it difficult to do shows in Ontor- 
io. Jeans says thot most theatres ask for 
payment in advance, before one has seen 
the performance -- but he is quite con- 
tent to do a show and have people drop 

into his hat some money, dependent on 
how they enjoyed the performance.

- MECHANICAL 
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Over thirty years ago, | wrote a 
short story entitled "The Nose", based 
on Dr. Weikham Stekel's theory that 
"an ugliness complex is the figurative 
substitute for other complexes which 
are still unknown to the patient." The 
Nose tells the story of a girl who was 
beautiful in every respect except for 
her nose, which was somewhat big. 
Whenever she looked at herself in the 
mirror, she was panicked by the mere 
sight of her nose. Thus, she eschewed 
people and avoided social gatherings, 
till at last, she fell into a state of lonli- 
ness and solitude. 

The girl's parents became very 
worried about her, and exerted every 
effort to make her happy, and forget 
about her nose, but their efforts were 
to no avail. 

One day the miserable father heard 
that a distinguished American plastic 
surgeon was visiting the country and 
was expected to perform some operations 
at a high price. The desparate father 
was ready to give up all his fortune in 
order to make his daughter happy. So 
he took her to the surgeon who operated 
on her. The bandages would remain for 
some time before the surgeon would re- 

move them. Meanwhile, the girl was 
beside herself from joy and happiness 
and kept telling herself that she would 
abandon her ugly nose forever. 

Then came the day when the surgeon 
would remove the bandages. And, lo 
and behold, there was a very beautiful 
nose in place of the ugly one. The par- 
ents were so happy and couldn't hide 
their admiration for the skill of the sur- 
geon who made such a wonderful opera- 
tion. Then came the time when the girl 
would look at herself in the mirror. And 
what happened afterwards was unbelieve- 
able and petrified the parents with shock 
For they saw their daughter withdraw in 
terror from the mirror and say in her 
tears, "Oh God, how can | face people 
with that deformed nose!" 

As | said before, this story was 
written over thirty years ago, and in- 

cluded in my anthology of short stories, 
“When Conscience Awakes" -- at which 
time | openly said thot it wos based on 
Stekel's theory. 

The other day | was reading Max- 
well Maltz's book "The Magic Power of 
Self-Image Psychology", (Moltz, as 
many of our readers will recall, is the 
distinguished plastic surgeon and author 
of the bestseller "Psycho Cybernetics") 
when | found out that he attributes to 
himself the discovery of the theory that 
plastic surgery cannot rid a patient of 
his ugliness complex unless he is first 
cured of the hidden complexes he suffers 
from. Thus, he states in pages 8 and 9 
of his book the following: 

"One day, many years ago a wom- 
an in her mid-twenties came to my off- 
ices. She had a deep indented scar on 
her left cheek, o constant reminder of 
an automobile accident she had been in. 
She looked unhappy with herself and her 
life. Asa kid, looking in the mirror, 
she sow a perfectly normal face and be- 
gan to take it for granted. Now when 
she looks in the mirror she must think 
'Gosh, | look awful, | used to have a

normal face, now | have two entirely 
different cheeks.' 

"I told her that I'd remove the scar, 
and after a surgery she'd look fine once 
again. Later | operated on her. 

"After a week's time, she came 
back, | took the bandages off and hand- 
ed her a mirror. Her scarred cheek was 
a thing of the past. Then | waited for 
her reaction. But her reaction was un- 
certain, she expressed no real positive 
emotion. | waited a few seconds, then 
said 'what do you think, do you like it?' 
She responded 'I really don't see any 
improvement.’ 

Maltz went on to say, "upon talk- 
ing to the young woman, | learned more 
about her inner emotional scar -- about 
an unhappy frustrated romance which 
had ended two years before, many 
months before the automobile accident. 
She was still unhappy after the removal 
of her physical scar which was compara- 
tively superficial. She still longed for 
her lover and felt she could not be 
happy without him." 

In other words, Maltz acknowledges 
that he was wrong when he operated on 
his patient before she was completely 
analyzed to spot the hidden complex, of 
which the ugliness complex was but a 
figurative substitute. For he went on to 
say "A changing, a strengthening of her 
self-image of her feeling about herself! 
If she could improve her opinion about 
herself, she would feel renewed courage, 
would go out more confidently into the 
world...." 

As we have seen, the theory is not 
new, the real author of it is Weikham 
Stekel and not Maxwell Maltz. The 
trouble with some authors is that they 
ore myopic and have short memories. 
Furthermore, they never know that read- 
ers can spot any plagiarism and return it 
to where it belongs.

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Deseronto Property Committee 
Chairman Fletcher Vick was "jumped on' 
by a fellow councillor Monday evening 
for filing a committee report without 
ever having consulted the committee 
members. 

Councillor Vick told council that 
an estimate of $1,130.57 had been re- 
ceived to fix up the north side of the 
town barn, and then recommended the 
money not be spent since the town was 
considering moving the barn to Water 
Street. 

Councillor David Martin interjected 
to ask if the recommendation was the 
decision of the property committee, of 
which other members are Councillors 
Al Blayney and Lynn Thomlison. Coun- 
cillor Vick stumbled over some words, 
and then replied that yes, it was a com- 
mittee decision. 

Resuming the attack, Councillor 
Martin revealed that $1,500 was allow- 
ed for the repairs in the budget, and 
it was a matter put off for too long. 
Councillor Vick replied that the esti- 
mate for $1,130.57 included only a 
two foot concrete wall, with steel above 
that, but insulation wasn't included. 
Asked how much insulation would cost, 
Councillor Vick had no figures, but 
said it would take the cost "way over" 
the $1,500 budgeted for. 

Deputy Reeve Bernie Johnston said 
there was no decision on the Water 
Street location, but the property com- 
mittee should take into consideration 
the current poor condition of the town 
barn. He recommended that the proper- 
ty committee "as a whole look into it." 

Councillor Martin looked at Vick 
again, and said Council had been "lead 
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Fletcher Vick “jumped on” 


after Mayor Neal declared Martin's 
charges were in order. Mayor Neal 
directed Vick not to bring matters to 
council before his committee had dis- 
cussed them. 


Rollins: sweet 
victory and 
sour grapes? 


After winning Hastings-Peterborough 
riding by a reduced margin of about 
1,500 votes, MPP Clarke Rollins said 
Thursday evening he was going to go to 
the media "with the facts" if the Hast- 
ings School Board doesn't launch an 
investigation into the "absenteeism" of 
a teacher at a Bancroft high school.

TEMPEST IN A MANHOLE 


All quiet on the sewer front 


After three months Deseronto Coun- 
cil has chipped a tiny piece out of a 
mountain of red tape at the Ministry of 
the Environment, though they are no 


closer to an answer. 


The Ministry's latest salvo whistled 
down to earth at council's meeting Mon- 
day evening with a resounding thud. 
Battle weary councillors, eating cold 
‘Government Brand’ pork and beans, 
lay quiet in their trenches, and voted 
to place the dud on active file. 


The letter, dated June 7, from 
Deseronto Water Project Manager M A. 
Toza, indicated that the Kingston Re- 
gional Office is hereby instructed to 
conduct a survey to establish the need 
for a sewer extension to the proposed 
Follwell-Ayrhart subdivision. 


Although council has desperately 
tried to leak the information to the 
Ministry's forces, they have not yet 
found somebody to translate their re- 
quests, written in English, into Environ- 
mentia, official language of the Environ- 
ment Ministry Republic. 


UNSECRET DO CUMENT 


**Strictly Unclossified** 

The Council of the Town of Deser- 
onto knows an extension to the Ayrhart- 
Follwell subdivision, at the corner of 
Main and West Streets, is necessary be- 
cause it is inconceivable to construct 
30 to 50 houses on septic systems, when 
adequate sewage treatment systems exist 
in the town, and when town by-law de- 
mands that all residences and businesses 
be hooked up to the sewage system. 


Environment Republic troops are 
expected to carry out undercover re- 
connaissance in the town, to determine 


if the sewers are required. 


Confrontation between the Republic 
and the Corporation began on March 18, 
when council sent a diplomatic message 
to the Environment Republic's Consulate 
in Kingston.

Editorial 


The success of Loto Canada, Win- 
tario, and finally the Provincial Lottery 


indicates a certain gambling instinct in 
Canadians. In fact, a recent survey 
shows that 90% of adult Ontario at 
least irregularly participates in Win- 
tario. 

Given this massive, almosf uni- 
versal acceptance and participation in 
@ government sponsored system of gom- 
bling, it seems difficult to understand 
how the Ontario Government can stick 
with such a sure winner as nuclear ener- 
gy, when the odds for ultimate profits 
are so low. 

Energy Minister James Taylor an- 
nounced five weeks ago the Govern- 
ment's plans in the renewable energy 
field. With great fanfare we learned 
Ontario was spending a massive $750, - 
000 (maximum), to be spent largely on 
“demonstrating solar technology". Three 
quarters of a million dollars is nothing 
to be scoffed at, but is o paltry sum com- 
pared to the yearly increases in the cost 
of energy. In Ontario, land of cheap 
energy, quarterly hydro bills in electri- 
cally heated homes have been hitting 
$400. This year's gamble on renewable 

resources works out to about ten cents 
per capito. 

“Conversion of solar energy to elec- 
trical power is neither economical nor 
practical for use in Ontario at the pre- 
sent time and is not expected to be so in 
this century," Ontario Hydro told the 
Royal Commission on Electric Power 
Planning last week. With Ontario's 
present course, Hydro's predictions will 
likely come true. The reason is, of 

that ten cents Ontario decided to spend 
on renewable energy, only one or two 
cents is actually being spent on research, 
which is definitely where the break- 
through on renewable energy technolo- 
gy must come from. 
Although nuclear energy has been 

a boon to Ontario, and will definitely 
be of great service in the remaining 
decades of this century, we are finally 
coming to question the implications of 
a future dependent upon it. In the

throes of the election campaign, when 
Energy Minister James Taylor was com- 
ing under heavy criticism for Ontario's 
nuclear future, Taylor said in the Pic- 
ton Gozette "There is not, and to my 
knowledge never has been, any sugges- 
tion by the federal government for a 
Phase II Plutonium Separation Plant in 
Canada." Eleven days before that 
statement was published, Atomic Energy 
of Conada Ltd. told a press briefing in 
Ottawa such a plant was necessary, and 
proposed that $500,000, 000 be spent 
over the next 10 years on a demonstra- 
tion plant. 


The pitfalls of nuclear energy ore 
numerous -- they include massive in- 
vestment in power based on unrenewable 
uranium, radioactive leaks, waste dis- 
posal, and with plutonium, terrorist- 
made bombs. 


It is time Ontario took the lead, 
slowed expansion into unrenewable nu- 
clear power, and spent more than one 
or two cents per capita on finding some 


real answers.

| find it difficult to believe that 
your staff, who consistently produce 
intelligent, well written articles could 
have spawned this. | must therefore 
assume that it originates with the Ont- 
ario Department of Agriculture. In my 
opinion it is hogwash and as such is 
characteristic of many of their pronoun- 
cements. While not all the statements 
in the article are factually erroneous, 
they are presented in a misleading 
manner - or perhaps it is a case of the 
Department's left hand not knowing 
what its right hand is doing. 

The article states, ‘Erosion has in- 
creased in recent years, due largely to 
the expansion of continuous row~crop 
production." Who advocated these 
techniques to the farmers of Ontario? 
Of what use are recommendations about 
tillage practices to reduce erosion when 
the government continues to pay farmers 
for tearing out their fence rows, thus 
exposing their fields to greater erosion 
by both water and wind? 

The statements about fertilization 


are pure rubbish. The writer soys that 
‘fertilization. ..will minimize the con- 
tribution of nitrogen and phosphorus to 
streams and rivers’. | ask you - how? 
He goes on to say that 'manure applic- 
ation is undoubtedly the most serious 
source of pollution from agriculture’ 
yet figures published in Bulletin 497 
rate fresh dairy manure with an analysis 
of .5 - .25 - .5 and states that ‘pro- 
bably only o quarter to a third of the 
possible plant-food value of manure is 
now realized’ because of mis-handling. 
Compare these figures with the analysis 
of modern fertilizers! 

| suggest that the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture would be better 
occupied in giving more careful super- 
vision to the location of feed lots, in 
encouraging farmers to position their 
barns well away from bodies of water 
and in teaching them not to allow their 
livestock to drink directly from streams 
and lakes, rather than to disseminate 
misleading information.

Whether or not the town actually 
has any power to make such a request 
or to enforce it, is questionable . 

Councillor Charles Hepburn said 
that previous studies of the matter 
had indicated that there was no sat- 
isfactory building by-law in Picton 
dilineating such powers. 

Mr. Cronkwright explained in 
an interview later, that since a sec- 
ondary plan for the town of Picton 
is forthcoming, following the recent 
approval of the Official Plan , no 
action to prepare the necessary by-law 
can be expected. 

Building restrictions will be in- 
cluded in the plan, and any by-law 
would be redundant. Even so, it 
will take several years for the sec- 
ondary plan to take effect. 

In the meantime, the vacant dere- 
lict and clearly dangerous situation 
remains. Council simply will have 
to hope that somewhere there is 
a law, possibly in the Provincial 
Building Code which will grant 


authority to force repairs or demolition.

And they 
never seem satisfied. 

The newspapers you read now are 
the end result of continuing efforts 
exerted by great newspapermen like 
Charles Dana, Joseph Pulitzer and 
William Randolph Hearst, when they 
were young. Nelly Bly (pseudonym) 
who was the most distinguished reporter 
in her time, was very young when she 
first tried to bring up her innovations 
to Joseph Pulitzer of the then renowned 
World. Pulitzer didn't disappoint her, 
he listened carefully to her plans and 
suggestions. Once satisfied with them, 
he encouraged her to put them in his 
newspaper. Thus, she disguised as a 
worker and went to work at a house 
where men called ‘sweaters’ worked 
her and her fellow women to death for 
a few cents a day. She brilliantly 
portrayed the lives of these miserable 
women in some of the most immortal 
stories in the history of journalism. 
She went, too, to an asylum, pretend- 
ing that she was emotionally disturbed 
and was admitted without any question 
or examination. She then wrote her 
horrible stories about the misery be- 
falling her fellow men and women in 
the asylum. These incidents from the 
history of journalism prove one thing,

The dream of every scuba diver is 
to find a ship wreck and if not to gain 
fame and fortune, at least to retrieve 
a lost artifact. 

Alan Mcintosh, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Ron Mcintosh, Milford, is no exception 
but the size of the artifact he and Jim 
Rorabeck retrieved is really astounding. 
It is the propeller, shaft, pillow blocks 
and skedge of the steam barge 'Owen' 

- about two tons worth. 

Alan took his scuba diving course 
last year and has been on the lookout 
for any sign of the many shipwrecks 
around Prince Edward County in his 
dives since then. During a conversation 
with his friend, Jim Rorabeck, Jim's

It's impossible to avoid. | got my 
first lessons while working on my first 
newspoper, The Ajax Guardion. 

It was the summer of 1974, and the 
editor of the poper, Judy Durkee, was 
just beginning to bring the underdog 
Guardian into a competitive position 
with the slick Ajax News Advertiser. 
The latter is part of the big Inland’ 
chain of suburban newspapers, operated 
by Doug Bassett, son of John Bassett Sr. 
(CFTO-TV, 


Football League among others). 


Toronto Telegram, World 


It was, and maybe still is, the 
practice of the Bassett family, dedi- 
cated Progressive Conservatives, to 
write the editorials for the Inland chain 
of over a dozen weekly newspapers dur- 
ing elections -- they inevitably pushed 
the "Vote PC" message, regardless of 
the paper's riding or candidates. 

Judy, boiling over at the "dicta- 
torial" Inland publishers, wrote a sco- 
thing editorial against "these passionate 
‘elect-a-Tory-for-God's-sake" news- 

Paper editorials" and added that voting 
is “Your own business, and not the busi- 
ness of some ambitious owner of multi- 


ple newspapers sitting behind a polished 
desk in Toronto." 

Two weeks later The Guardian was 
sold to a passionate Liberal, and Judy 
was forced to resign as a matter of prin- 
ciple when the new publisher insisted on 
running a lengthy front-page editorial 
supporting the Liberal candidate. 

Things broke loose soon ofter when 
the Toronto Star began running frent 
page stories about the Guardian's new 
publisher, who admitted he bought the 
poper solely to push the Liberal cause. 
Canadian Press ran the first story the 
next doy under the headline “At Least 
He's Honest". 

The Guardian's new editor was a 
gun-ho Democrat (read Liberal) from 
Michigan. | remember a long-hoired 
hippy from a Toronto radical paper com- 
ing in to interview the manager. When 
Carl, the new editor, couldn't convince 
the manager to keep his mouth shut, he 
had me snooping about the office taking 
candid shots of this freaky-looking re-

Nuclear power is the only route for 
Canada -- although wind and solar pow-

er seem to have their renewable merits, 
if relied upon for our electricity, the 
massive equipment required will not only 
bankrupt our country, but also deface it. 
Do you look forward to gawking wind- 
mills strung throughout the countryside, 
-- which is where they would be, here 
in Quinte, to serve the cities -- and the 
southern face of every house a giant 

solar panel? The psychological and 
aesthetic effects of this is enough to 
drive one mad, let alone the sight of 
hydro bills today. 

Clorke Rollins is absolutely right 
when he blames the Madoc "problem" 
on special-interest groups. Burial of 
nuclear wastes thousands of feet down 
into the Canadian Shield harms no one 
-- the shield has been solid for billions 
of years, and no earthquake or other 
such catastrophe will disturb it for 
another billion -- adequate time enough 
for decomposition of the waste.

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Some persons are very sensitive to 
criticism. I'm not. Fact of the matter 
is that there is no one who is infallible, 
and that is why | feel all the time that 
those who loathe criticism are those who 
can't learn from their mistakes. It may 
seem strange to say it, but the most 
impressive and significant department 
in the Globe and Mail is the small box 
that appears occasionally on page two 
bearing the headline ‘Our Mistake’, 
wherein the Globe acknowledges mis- 
takes it made in a previous issue and 
corrects them. 

As a writer, I'm liable to make 
mistakes, especially when they relate 
to matters that fall in the domain of 
history. My memory can't catch, let 
alone retain dates, and sometimes when 
| write about past incidents | depend 
on a bad memory which is the least 
reliable of my faculties, and consequen- 
tly make mistakes which sometimes app- 
ear to be very awful, and beyond ex- 
cuse. 

But o writer is not a historian whose 
sole concern is to record accurate in- 
cidents and dates. This is not to day he 
should be careless about facts, but he 
has an objective to entertain as well 
as to educate and inform. Sometimes 
the zest to achieve one of these goals 
will overcome the other - an accurate, 
informative story would be boring, or 

an entertaining one inaccurate. The 
goal to entertain however is not a lic- 
ence for writers to make mistakes, and 
a true writer or journalist is ready all 
the time to be corrected. That is why 
you find some distinguished contempor- 
ary writers like Richard Needham and 
Scott Young acknowledge their mistakes 
which some enthusiastic reader drew to 
their attention. 

I say this because the other day, 
the Scanner's editor, Mark Weidmork 
pointed out to me that he recently dis- 
covered a mistake in one of my articles, 
the one about Charles Dana of the New 
York Sun, and Joseph Pulitzer of the 
World. As the reader may recall, | 
said in that article that Dana used to 
steal stories from the World and that 
Pulitzer thought of an expedient to 
catch Dana in the process of theft, so 
he fabricated o name which when re- 
arranged formed the sentence ‘we pilfer 
the news'. The readers may be kindly 
reminded that | said in my article that 
| was writing about incidents | recall f 
from my early days in university, and 
that goes back over thirty years. How- 
ever, Mark found out while reading 
Pulitzer's biography that Pulitzer (not 
Dana) was the one that was stealing 
stories from Hearst's Journal, ond the 
fabricated name was 'Reflipe W. Thenuz' 
and not 'Wepilfer Thenews'. 

Anyhow, | couldn't now authentic- 
ate my version of the story. First | 
depended on the memory, which as | 
mentioned before, makes one sometimes 
fall short of the accurate incidents of 
history. Second because | remember 
reading this version in Fraser Mott's 
book on the history of Amercian Journ- 
alism, and that book is not available 
in the Picton public library for consult- 
ation. Consequently, as matters stand, 
| couldn't help but acknowledge my

mouth-to-mouth resuscitation. 


rived on the scene with an oxygen kit. 

An ambulance sent from Napanee 
at first went to the Deseronto Water 
Project, and leaving that proceeded to- 
wards the reserve. A few minutes later 
it came back down Main Street, and 
was directed by a resident down to the 
accident scene. 

At the scene few people besides 
the Deseronto Police and OPP constab- 
les had converged. Constable Norm 
Clark stopped a Scanner reporter from 
going to the rear of the ambulance 
where Scott was quickly loaded on and 
taken to Lennox and Addington General 
Hospital, where he was pronounced 
dead despite further attempts to revive 
him. 

Later investigating officers from 
the OPP's Belleville detachment col- 
lected what evidence they could. A 
photographer was dispatched to record 
the accident circumstances on film, 
using a constable to lie in the road, 
but "were still waiting for them all to 
be developed."

Window fo the past 


Just an old catalogue. It wos 
probably saved by accident - tucked 
into a drawer or a box - set aside and 
forgotten until it came into the hands 
of someone who appreciated it. 

The original owner had written 
his nome in the front, "Benson Ruttan, 
Adolphustown, Aug. 24th, 1894" and 
taped a piece of cord into a loop at 
the top to hang it up. 

On closer examination the ‘old 
catalogue’ give up a wealth of infor- 
motion. Firstly it was printed in Chi- 
cago by Rand McNally and Company 
in 1888 as o “Revised Edition of the 
New Universal Moulding Book". This 
tells us something of the ease of trade 
with the United States during the 1890s. 

In the back of the book is a com- 
plete price list which in effect, wos 
setting prices for the eastern seaboard 
of North America. A practice thot is 
illegal now, but the wide open business 
barons built up sizeable fortunes on 
such dealings and 'the public be damned’. 

Some of the examples of the prices 
are: Fancy turned newel posts in black 
walnut or cherry - 5" $2.25, 6" $3.00, 
3/4" quarter round moulding 90¢ per 
100 feet; fancy window casing 5)" wide 
by 7/8" thick $5.00 per 100 feet. 

Their are styles shown in the book 
for cornice drapes, verandahs, bay 
windows, pew ends, pulpits, wooden 
mantles, bank counters, exterior and 
interior doors, windows, newel posts, 


balustrades and brackets. It is little 
wonder that the buildings of the 1900's 
have such a 'sameness' to them, no 
matter where they are located. 

When the Methodist Church in 
Solmesville (between Northport and 
the Skyway Bridge) was re-decorated 
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Stairway fell 


A slight ‘accident’ occurred lost 
Friday at the Deseronto Public Library 
while two movers were taking the lib- 
rary's old display case upstairs. 

While moving the heaviest piece 
of the old case up the stairs, the two 
men suffered quite a shock when sev~ 
eral steps suddenly slipped away from 
the building wall and dropped about 
two inches. 

In recent yeors the building has 
been slowly coving in, due to struc- 
tural problems in the basement, and 
the stairs have begun to slant menac~ 
ingly towards the centre of the build- 
ing. Librarian, Heather Granatstein 
said the stairs had been getting more 
use than ever since the opening of 
the historical section of the library 
in the second storey. 

The movers temporarily fixed the 
broken steps by bracing them from the 
bottom. The stairway hangs over the 
basement.

The death of Jaymie Scott has 
been on the minds of Deseronto resi- 
dents for days now. 


For each of us, the incident hos 
probably brought to the surface some 
feelings and impressions, and possibly 
even a review or our beliefs on life, 
death, and their meanings. 


Although none of us holds anything 
but empathy for Chief Carl Beattie, we 
cannot help wonder at the terrible 
irony of the tragedy. As head of a 
force dedicated to our protection, it 
seems Chief Beattie's involvement is 
a terrible injustice to everyone con- 
cerned -- an accident so freakish it 
simply couldn't, shouldn't have hap- 
pened. 


It is probably this contrast of our 
defending moral force against such a 
violent death, o juxtaposition which 
before Thursday would have been un- 
thinkable, which fueled a barrage of 
rumours that sought to explain and 
justify Jaymie Scott's death. 


It simply wasn't fair, for anyone, 
but especially Jaymie, that he could 
heve been lying in the roadway as 
Chief Beattie rounded the sea cadet's 
comer. The rumours had Jaymie alt- 
ernately beaten, stabbed and shot by 
local roughians -- for some, a terroz- 
ing glamorization, but for others, a 
reason for Jaymie's death that seemed 
to make sense. 


The police however seem to have 
laid aside suspicions of foul play, in- 


dicating there was no evidence of vio- 
lence. However uncomfortable this 
may be, and despite an official inquest 
into the death, the last 45 minutes of 
Jaymie Scott's life may remain a mys~ 
tery forever. 


The circumstances of his death ore 
now dwarfed however by ao considera- 
tion of life. 


In our wars the millions of men and 
women who died 'for' causes died for 
nothing. Their deaths were cruel, 
manipulated and unwarranted. But 
having died, it is our responsibility 
to give their lives meaning. It is for 
this reason that we have Remembrance 
Day -- a day on which we should not 
only think of those who died, but should 
remind us to live our own lives before 
we are swept away like so many autumn 
leaves. 


In the some way, we cannot find 
out why Jaymie Scott has died. We 
can however give his life more meaning 
if this incident serves to strengthen our 
appreciation of life. 

For Jaymie, live your life today.

"getting organized" than actually cam- 
paigning. 

The strength of the Social Credit 
League in the riding is scattered over 
the 5,000 square miles, and in fact, 
half of Beamish's campaign funds come 
from supporters in the city of Peter- 
borough, which is not even in the 

riding. Mr. Beamish could not even 
hozard a guess at how many members 
were in the riding association, though 


noted strongholds in the Peterborough 
districtn northern Hastings, and around 
Tweed. In the previous election, "we 
darn near took a poll in Tweed," he 
said, noting the NDP in Tweed have 
at least as much difficulty doing that. 

In all, Mr. Beamish, o 23-year 

old graduate of Trent University, said 
he recieved about 150 votes, less than 
half the-omount the party had in the 
1975 election. He said the SC riding 
association would be more prepared for 
the next election.

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By-law no good 
until 1978 


A revision to the Howkers and 
Peddlers by-law in Deseronto will not 
have much effect until next year, the 
Sconner has learned through a discussion 
with Town Clerk, Carman Milligan. 

The by-law, designed to control 
mobile businesses such as food vending 
trucks, was revised on the suggestion 
of By-Laws Chairman, Clarence Zieman 
in order to protect restaurant businesses 
on Highway 2, who were losing business 
from construction workers to "Carl's 
Finer Foods" of Nopanee, which op- 
erates a catering truck in the town. 

The revision entailed raising the 
licence fee from S35 to $100 in the 
hopes this would discourage the outside 
caterers, but Clerk Milligan said Thurs- 
day that 'Carl's' already had a licence 
for 1977. Mr. Milligan added that 
the purpose behind the fees was not to 
protect businesses already here, but 
to creat a form of ‘business tax'. Mr. 
Milligan expresses the personal opinion 
that the town should not interfere with 
free enterprise, but that the licence 
fee was a necessary form of taxation, 
not tariff. 

From the taxation point of view 
the increase in fee may be justified 
however, as the original $35 fee was 
set up in 1952, and not increased since 
then. Some municipalities such as 
Belleville charge only the cost of reg- 
istration, as little as $2 . 

The problems with catering trucks 
and peddlers seems to be isolated 
however. Clerk Milligan said before 
this there was no problem since 1973. 
Construction in Deseronto will be con-

in a vote. He said that changing of 
the boundaries, which are nearly 200 
years old, is o decision too large for 
council alone, adding that he felt the 
boundary had great historical signif- 
icance and any changes should be made 
only after careful and wise considera - 
tion by all the people concerned. 
Councillor Wilfred Mack supported 
Councillor Allison's views. 

Councillor Mary Kaiser opposed 
Allison and Mock, expressing the op- 
inion that council should proceed to 
make ony changes it sees fit, based on 
council's knowledge and the feelings 
of the people in the township. She 
stated that an Ontario Municipal Board 
hearing would be held if council voted 
to change the boundaries at which time 
all residents would have the opportun- 
ity to express their point of view. She 
said amalgamation would benefit all 
three municipalities through the com- 
bination of resources. 

Councillor Carl Clayton, who 
chaired the meeting said the best in- 
terests of the residents in both northern 
and southern Adolphustown, which is 
split by Hay Bay, must be considered. 
He pointed out a number of services 
thet residents in North Adolphustown 
were lacking because of the distance

from the township base in Adolphus- 
town village. 

Taking recreational activities as 
an example of an area where North 
Adolphustown residents are deprived, 
Councillor Clayton said most find it 
difficult to take swimming classes in 
South Adolphustown because of the 
distance. Meanwhile, the township 
is spending $500 this year to promote 
the program. 

Road maintenance, especially 
snow-plowing in North Adolphustown, 
is another problem, said Councillor 
Clayton. While commending the roads 
department for their work, he said that 
because the equipment is located in 

South Adolphustown, problems can 
develop in the north, but that it is 
simply uneconomical to base equipment 
also in North Adolphustown. 

Councillor Clayton suggested that 
the problems facing the township were 
sufficient reason to discuss amalgama- 
tion, and suggested the tri-township 
meeting.

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What I'm going to tell you is a 
very sad story about one of the resi- 
dents of Prince Edward Heights in Pic- 
ton. | met the Higleys at the Act- 
ivity Unit held on June 18 and was im- 
pressed by the story of their daughter 
Ginnie who passed away a few months 
ago. 

Philip Higley, a writer of a column 
in the Grindstone, a paper published 
twice a month in Tamworth is the fother 
of that wretched girl. He came over 
from England in 1928, ao descendant of 
a pedigree of journalists. “My father 
was the sub-editor of the Hereford Times, 
and the Shrewsbury Chronicle consecu- 
tively. My grandfather was a journalist 
too," said the 65-year-old man. 

“When Ginnie passed away | wrote 
about her in my column and I received a 
letter from Mr. James Taylor, the then 
Minister of Community and Social Ser- 
vices who was moved by what | wrote," 
continued the despondent father. 

He took a puff from his cigarette 
and appeared to be immersed in his deep 
painful thoughts, and went on -- "I was 
overseas for five and a half years, and 
Ginnie was the first child born in 1946. 
We didn't realize anything wrong with 
her till she was about one year old. No 
attempt to crawl, as a normal child 
would, we got worried about her, and 
took her to our own doctor who said 
that she was a little backward." 

Six months loter, finding no im- 
provement, they took her to a special- 
ist. She was admitted to the Sick Chil- 
dren's Hospital in Toronto. There they 
were told that Ginnie had Cerebal Palsy. 
“We'd never heard to this before, other 
child diseases yes, but not thot. We got 
hold of all publications about this di- 
sease and realized then that she would 
never be normal either in speech or cap- 

ability to walk," said Philip. 

They were advised to have another 
child as soon as possible, the reason for 
this being that having onother child a- 
round might instill into Ginnie’s mind a 
reaction to do what the other was doing. 
"Believe me this caused o great deal of 
thought and consultation especially be- 
tween my wife Evelyn and I regardless 
of all the assurance the doctors gave us 
that there was nothing to fear, for we 
will hove a normal child. This we did 
and in due time God blessed us with a 
healthy, normal beautiful baby girl, 
Kathy.” 

The old broken-hearted man stopped 
for a while as to recall the past years of 
suffering ond agony, then soid "At the 
age of ten we were advised again to 
place her in a hospital school, to get 
more care and maybe more help than we 
could give her at home." 

“It was one of the hardest decisions 
we ever had to make," said Evelyn Hig- 
ley in her deep, sad voice. 

Thus Ginnie was admitted to the 
Ontario Hospital School, Smith Falls, in 
1956. After several years there, she de- 
veloped some speech. But when Prince 
Edward Heights Facility was opened, 
the Higleys sent a letter to Smiths Falls 
requesting the transference of their dough 
ter to Picton to be closer to the home. 
Sometime loter, they received notific-

otion that she was being transferred in 
compliance with their request. The Hig- 
leys thought that Prince Edward Heights 
being a small facility would give their 
daughter better treatment and service. 

In this respect they were right, for Gin- 
nie made great progress at the Heights. 

One day Evelyn brought Ginnie 
home for one of her regular visits and 
when the car pulled into the yard, Phil- 
ip went out to help her get into the 
house, but as he got out of the door, 
he heard his wife saying, "Stay where 
you are!" "| stopped in my tracks. 

Eve helped her out of the cor, Ginnie 
said "Daddy" and then | couldn't bel- 
ieve my eyes for she started walking 
towards me, hesitatingly to be sure, 
but with a smile on her face as if she 
were saying “surprise - see what | can 
do!" This to me was nothing short of 
a miracle." 

From that day on there was steady 
improvement, helping do dishes, making 
her own bed, going to the bathroom, 
things people take for granted in normal, 
healthy children, but to o Cerebral 
Palsey person it was a great achieve- 
ment. 

But Ginnie died in October 1976 
ond her death wos a painful shock to 
the old couple. Nevertheless, the 
Higleys give their credit to the admin- 
istration, staff and counsellors of the 
Activity Unit at Prince Edward Heights 
for their devotion and strenuous efforts 
on behalf of their daughter. "All child- 
ren on the Heights are receiving the 
same untiring efforts and devotion, but 
we want to continue our efforts to help 
the staff and children in anyway poss- 
ible, “ said Evelyn Higley and added, 
"When Ginnie passed away | promised 
Prince Edward Heights to come once a 
week, but because we are too far | 
wasn't able to carry out my commitment! 
"We hope in the future to have two or 
three of the boys out for a weekend. 
We can comp on the ranch as we have 
five hundred acres of ‘back country’ 
as we call it,” said Philip, "We have' 
nt got much money but we have a lot 
of love." 

The Higleys sponsored a friend of 
Ginnie, a resident of Prince Edward 
Heights. They give her the full care 
and attention they used to give to their 
daughter. Evelyn is also on the Activity 
Unit Parents-Staff-Friends Association 
at Prince Edward Heights. She attends 
all its meetings notwithstanding the 60 
miles she drives to come from her place 
to Picton. 

“The public should realize that 
people like Ginnie have the same feel- 
ings as anyone else and should be treat- 
ed as human beings and not shunned. 
We do hope that other people will 
sponsor, and look after patients at 
facilities like Prince Edward Heights," 
said the soft-hearted Evelyn Higley.
